EGYPT. 

London, Feb, 15. — A telegram was 
received at tho war ollico to ilay from 
Ufliieral Wolsuley. He su>ndx an ac- 
count of the full of Khartoum, as given 
by a native eyo-witnefla to the en- 
trance of tho rebeln into U'O town of 
Khartoum. The informant miyn it was 
entered by El Mahdi's forces at day- 
break on the morning of January 28. 
General Gordon was killed by a volley 
from rubel riflemen while on his way 
from headquarters to the Austrian con- 
sulate. The Austrian consul was kill- 
ed in his residence, and the (Jreek con 
sat in held a prisoner by El Mahdi. 

London, Fob. 15.— Five thousand 
men from tho volunteer force in Eng- 
land have already offtji-otl their borvices- 
U> do garrison duty, or for active ser- 
vice in tho So-idaii, and 100,000 men 
more would be forthcoming if the gov- 
ernment would accent their .iorvices. 

Tho war office has organised a corps 
of Imllooniuts from the onginecr corps 
of. the army, for experimental service 
in the Soudan. The balloon is ts start on 
Monday for Alaxandria. They will be 
provided with three large balloons

Hassan Bey will start at tho end of 
the- week to accept his command. Ilis 
appointment will not effect English op- 
orations in the Soudan. 

Kohti, Feb. 15.-Mudir is now confi- 
dent that Khatouin has fallen, and Gen. 
Gordon is dead. A cavass of fclrahiiu 
Bey Ru.ch.di states thru, Farag admitted 
tho rebel:; to Khartoum. 'The cavass, 
with his master, went to the, govern- 
ment house and met Gordon coming 
out, armed, with Mahammed Bey 
Mustapha and twenty cavaRSoa Whilo 
proceeding to the Austrian consulate 
they met a party of rebels who I'rod n 
volley, and Gordon and Mahammed 
Mustapha fell dead. 

Calcutta, Fell. 15. — The press, 
Anglo-Indian ami native, is mostly 
loyal in comments on events in the 
Soudan, but diflbrent opinion is ex- 
pressed in regard to the dispatch of 
Italian troops to Egypt, The press ia 
unanimous, however, in tho opinion 
that India should not be saddled with 
tho expenses of the campaigns. Thero 
are rumors that India contingents will 
garrison Suakcm, and not be sent to 
front. Native officers, including Ma- 
hometans, havo petitioned tho govern-

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Farm Notes. 



A Good basomont iB almost as neces- 
sary for making a complete farm barn 
as a kitchen for a farm house. The. ad- 
vantages of cisterns root collar, and 
silo, aro all much easier*had in connec- 
tion with the basomont barn. It gives 
tike best winter quarters for koeping 
farm stock, tho safest, cheapest and 
easiest of all ways for storing apples, 
potatoes and roots. 

On every well-regulated and well 
conducted farm tho rearing of poultry, 
both for birds and eggs, can properly 
claim a place, and up to the point of a 
proper relation with other farm pro- 
ducts it is doubtful if anything reared 
or produced on tho farm yields any- 
thing like the percentage of profit 
which comes from tho poultry yard. 

Tho greatest harm is commonly done 
to strawberry beds during February 
and March, by the cold sweeping winds; 
and tho sharp frosty nights-just before 
spring often injuro tho plants by lift- 
ing them. In some localities tho snow 
stays on tho irround all winter, and 
constitutes a good covering so long as it 
lasts; after it thaws, and sharp cold fol- 
lows, the plants neqd special protec- 
tion 

In the general selection of beef the 
housekeeper will do well to remember 
that if young, it will have a line, 
smooth, open grain, a good, wholesomo 
redness of color, and will feel tender, 
while the fat should be white rather 
than yellew — the whitorjand firmer the 
better. Indeed, when tho fat of beef ia 
of a deep dull color the moat is seldom 
good, and should be systematically 
avoided.

THE COLONIES. 

Tho relations of England's culoniea to 
tho mother coimtrj' havo undergone con- 
Hitlurnblu ch.ui^u of lulu; It in u now ox- 
porienco for tho solouial office to have tho 
eoloniea assorting thomselvba aa thoy havu 
recently dono, and tho result cannot but 
bo bouoliciiil to tha dependencies winch 
have outgrown tho syatom of childiah 
supervision formerly oxorciaod ovor thorn. 
In tho past the colonies wero greatly 
ueglectod by tho ruling powers at homo 
and indifference from tho English people 
at largo. In spite of thiB thoy have 
grown and prospered to such an oxtont 
that, in two casus at least, they have 
forced tho respect and interest of tho 
world. Canada and Australia have passed 
the condition of more dependencies, and, 
by roason of their commercial import- 
ance and tho advanced state of their 
civilization, nro worthy of tho position of in- 
dependent nations, and may at least claim 
an eiiual footing with any other portion 
of Her Majesty's dominion. The timo has 
gone by when the fact of a man being a 
native of one of tho, u colonics detracted to 
a certain extent from his social position in 
England. Canada and Australia, by pursis- 
to-it industry, have won for themselves tho 
loading position among the most valuable 
of Unglantl's possessions, and as such they 
are now beginning to bo recognized. Tho 
most patent proof of this is tho great in- 
terest manifested in tho scheme for imperial 
fede-atiou which numbers among its pro- 
moters some of the most prominent men in 
England. One cannot help noticing in the 
various reports of speeches, etc., that it is 
the interest of England itself that is chiefly 
considered by those in favor of the scheme, 
■while very little is said of what it would do 
for the colonies; but all things go to show 
that the importance of tin; colonies as out- 
lets for Knglish trade is fully appreciated, 
and the reciprocal benefits of the colonies 
to bo gained by federation must be a mat- 
ter for thomselvos to consider, Sir John 
Mnodonald, -when in England, seemed to 
favor tho scheme; but his remarks on tho sud- 
ject since his return appear to indicate that 
ho does not consider it, a desirable thing 
for Canada at presuut. However, 
branches of tho league aru being formed 
in tho oaat and tho scheme will at least 
have the advantage of being thoroughly 
discussed. In the meantime tho eoloniea 
are ovory day advancing on tho road of 
progress. Australia and South Afriea, 
by thoir emphatic remonstrances with tho 
homo government in regard to its lax 
policy in dealing with tho uuclainiod ter- 
ritories in their vicinity, have shown that 
they aro conscious of thoir rights and im- 
portance, that thoy aro capable of judg- 
ing what is needed for the intoroat of tho 
country, and that thoy oharo with Eng- 
lishmen at homo the distaste for too close 
quarters with any foreign power. Can- 
ada, while sharing with theso colonies tho 
characteristics of independence, energy and 
loyalty, has tho advantage of closer 
proximity to other civilized countries, re- 
sulting in a more settled social organiza- 
tion and a higher standard of education 
and culture. 

FEMALE 7uFF RAGE. 

The house, yesterday, by a vote of 14 
to 9, threw out Mr. Drake's bill to admit 
women to tho suffrage. This action is to bo 
rogrottod because wo believe tho timo has 
como when tho ballot may bo safely en- 
trusted to tho softer sex. To withhold 
from thom that privilcgo is equivalent to 
saying that their judgments aro not as 
good as thoso of the so-called "lords of 
creation." Some of tho foremost minds 
of the day are women. Wo do not be- 
liuvo that politics will ovor become a 
thoroughly respectaldu and honorable pro- 
fession until females are permitted to 
have a vuico in the selection of members of 
the house. Sir John Macdonald has said 
H8 much and it must not be forgotten that 
in tho election bill introduced by him 
into tho house of commons provision is 
n:udo for female BufFrago. If that pro- 
vision should pass — of which thoro aro 
grave doubts — women will vote for mom- 
bora of the house of commons at the next 
election. 



THE SHOUT OUT ACROSS THE 
NUIHAN IJESI'JRT. 

"Metomnoh," in the Soudan, is in a 
rocky dutile, quite closo to Shondy, on tho 
Nile. It is at the farthest end of the trail 
across tho desert, or "wilderness," which 
cuts off tho great, backward bond of tho 
Nile, and was adopted as a routo because 
of the long distance it saves and bocauso 
the portion of the Nile it cuts off iB more 
or loss in possession of the Mahdi's fol- 
lowers. The distance by the river would 
be about four hundred miles, while tho 
out-oll" across (he desert, from Korti 
(where tho march began), to Shondy or 
"Motemnoh," is but, 180. The routo is 
through a rocky and utterly barren coun- 
try, without, water, except what. Is fur- 
nished from a few wells, long distances 
apsrt.

To Tin: JCinroK. — in this morning's 
issue you assert that, Mr. Mills showed 
that my geese got mixed up with Carlow's, 
which is not tho case.

EGYPT. 

London, Fob. 17. — Oavaos, who report- 
ed tho uows of Gen. Gordon's murder to 
Wolsolcy, adds that Gordon's clerk and 
tho chief olerk of tho Arsenal woro also 
killed. El Mahdi only ontorod Khar- 
toum throo days after its fall. Ho in- 
spected tho placo and returned to Com- 
durmay, whoro ho remains. After Gor- 
don foil Arabs klilod his clorks and others 
with sponrs. Tho rest of tho garrison es- 
caped. Thoro was no fighting at Khar- 
toum; all Europeans and most notables 
woro killed. Tho inhabitants joined tho 
rebels; one woman and hor childron woro 
killod. All who aubmittod a"id gavo up 
thoir valuables wero allowod to dopart 
unharmed. It is reported El Mahdi 
hanged Pasha Eurago. Tho rebels plun- 
dered tiio town and killed all the (iroeks 
in tho arsenal. All prisoners woro freod, 
except tho Italian Consul Nicola and the 
doctor.

Tho bill was taken up from clause 8!> 
and thu various chiusuu passed to the 
1 -40 til chuibo, when the committee report- 
oil progress and will sit again. 

WOMAN BUl'l'ltAUK. 

Mr. Drake, in inofing tho second read- 
ing of thin bill said that hu did not hold the 
saino opinion aa many others. For his 
part ho could not soo why they should ex- 
clude women from tho franchise. We 
recognize the fact thai women have 
shown themselves fully equal and compe- 
tent to carry on all that a man could do. 
They had relieved married women from 
the leading strings that had so long held 
them, for they could now hold property 
in their own names, and also carry on 
business in their own right, and why 
should they not new bo given the privi- 
lege of voting for tho men who made tho 
laws of thu laud, which affected them 
with the men; they gave girls and boys 
tho sumo education to lit thorn for life, 
but in lhu advanced race of life they ex 
eluded them from the higher advantages. 
The wot a on now simply asked the privi 
lege of voting, not that thoy should bo 
placed on the jury list or sit as members 
of this house. It had boou claimed that 
it would interfere with their domestic du- 
ties. There were many women in the 
ciiy who were unmarried who owned i 
property and wore engaged in business, j 
and it could not lie claimed that in this 
case it would interfere, lie would rufor 
to the notable facl of one woman who had 
engaged in politics and who had not net;- 
loeted her domestic duties — thoir noble 
(juoon, who, while exercising a koon in- 
sight into the various moves on tho 
world's political table, had always boon 
a modal in domestic life. It had been 
claimed that it was not for a woman's ad- 
vantage to vole, anil that it would bo in - 
torturing with tho domestic life of men by 
allowing their wives to vote. J*. was not 
compulsory to register or vote in any 
case, and these who did not wish to do 
so could refrain from it This question 
had never boon submitted to the polls and 
could not be raised as n question there, 
Petitions that have boon sent in could 
probably have boon doubled in number 
of names if time had boon allowed. Wo - 
men bad shown themselves tho equal of 
j man in almost every branch that she hud 
! undertaken, and had been the equal of 
thu brightest scholars of the day, He 
would like to know why women should 
I not he given the right to register their 
| names to vote for whom they pleased. 
(Applause. ) 

Mr. Pooloy had listened with groat at- 
tention to tilt! remarks of the lion, 
mover, but heard nothing adduced to 
make hi in change tho opinion he held at 
the last session of the house. Ho was 
certain that his hot), friend was not sin- 
cere in the introduction of tho bill, hut 
that circumstances had compelled him to 
do a i, Be did not think the ladies who 
had signed tho petition wore well in- 
forinud in what position thoy would bo 
placed if such a bill was paasod. The 
petition asked for the eitunsion to tho 
women the political franchise. If tho 
ladies wanted tho privilege of voting they 
nhould also assume the responsibilities. 
(Hoar, hoar.) It certainly was not tho 
wish nf members of thia liotiso to h ive 
their female relatives, their wives, daught- 
ers or sisters hanging around the supreme 
court waiting to bo called to try aomu dia 
gosling c,»sc. (No, no.) Thoy would not 
want their feuinle relatives annoyed by 
political aspirants calling oh them so- 
liciting llioir votes ami arguing [points in 
politics. Ho bad too much respect for 
woman to vote for a measure to bring her 
forward into the coarser phases of lifo - 
their bettor feelinga would be blunted by 
audi privilege. They woro'trying to drag 
them forward into public life and ha was 
sure thai if those who sought, (ho fran- 
chise know what thoy wore really asking 
for Uioy would withdraw their names 
from the petition. Jt would destroy the 
homo inllilolice and would lesson tho good 
teaching nf a mother. Hu hoped that the 
measure would he voted down mid remain 
souut.il anot lieroluctiori had taken place, 
and if it waa the wish of bis constituents 
to vote for such a measure should he have 
the honor to bo re-elected then ho would 
do an. 

Mr. Galbraith said that ha had always 
complimented his htm. friend who just, sat 
down for always] expressing good common 
sense, but in this particular instance ho 
though! hit wiib wrong. The sincerity of 
tho introducer of thu bill was al tested to 
hy the fact that ho hud done so in tho 
fucu of a decided opposition to it last ses- 
sion, lie believed tho time had eoiuo when 
women hud n right to vote. Thoy wero 
moving in tho matter in England, and a 
measure would probably be introduced at 
the next parliament. Nearor homo they 
had Washington Territory, whore the 
further extension of tho franchise to Hit on 
juries was given, This was more than his 
honorable friend, the mover, naked to bo 
done. Judge (I icon, of Washington 
Territory, had givon his opinion that t ho 
last term of the supremo court was the 
most satisfactory one for many years, 
from the fact that women had a voico on 
the juries. Tho prcsenco of woman's 
vote hsd purified the atmosphere nf 
Seattle, where they had broken up evil 
rings. His hnn. friend had objected to 
women because it would introduce them 
among the turbulence of man. Ho 
thought tli in wan a good argument in favor 
of women voting, for it would calm down 
this turbulence and elevate thu standard 
of man. (Hear, hear.) He believed that 
tho time had come when it was necossary 
that the f ranch iso should bo extended to 
women. Thoy wero moving in that direc- 
tion in Dregon also, and wo hero in 
British Columbia shculd not bo behind 
the times. Tho extension of the franchise 
to women would have tho effect of purify 
i 1 1 tr the alinuBphere of political life. 

Mr. T, Davie thought it holler that tho 
bill should he rend six months honco. The 
petitions which bad been presented, mid 
the eloquent specehosof tho two hou. gen- 
t lei n on who had spoken in favor of female 
suffrage, hud not induced him to favor the 
franchise naked, The petition was largely 
signed by children from 12 to .18 years of 
ago, (Cries of "No, no"). Yes. Ho would 
not bo so invidious as to mention the names 
of gentlewomen nnd children whoso mimes 
should not bo dragged iutu politics or men- 
tioned on the llnor of the houso,hi|t what was 
the purport nf tlm nionnnre proposed, but 
to destroy the effeminacy of women? From 
an abstract point of viow tho arguments 
based on the equality of women in an iu- 
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telligont point of view to ineu, nnil that till 
had aii k(an\ right to vote, wero plausible 
but false in premies. Tho franchise was 
not an inherent right, but a concession, 
aud those to whom the concession had been 
extended, the mule votors of tho province, 
were the ones who had placed hou. mem- 
bers of Hie house where they aro now, and 
to whom momborH of tho house uro respon- 
sible. Before any change in the franchise 
was made it should bo submitted to the 
people. It they saw lit to confer the elec- 
toral privileges which they hold, upon it 
difforent class, they aro at liberty to do it, 
but it is not for their representatives to do 
so. If bo were discussing the matter on 
lhu hustings he should dissuade people 
("mm cA tenrling !h?> franchise to women. Ho 
thought our forefathers had uoled wisely 
in denying it to them. In the tirst place 
he believed that a majority of the de- 
sirable class of w/>inen did not desire tho 
privilege or responsibility of voting. They 
would shrink from tho jostling and pub- 
licity of the polls. How unseemly it 
would be for your wife, sister or fouialo 
frionds to attond public meetings at 
election times, and yet unless votors at- 
tend public meetings how can they judge 
wdio iH the right candidate to vote for. 
As ho was informed female Biiln-ngo ex- 
isted in '11 one of the United Status and 
only in two of (he territories, i.e. Wyom- 
ing and Washington Territory, and in 
these places it was considered that 
woman's suffrage retarded their admission 
as states. Women's suffrago bad been 
adopted in the states of Now Jersey and 
Wisconsin but after a short trial tho good 
boiiso of those states had abolished it. 
The hotter classes of women would hesi - 
tate to avail thonuelvos of tho privilege 
of voting- -abandoned and depraved 
women, with no principles or modesty, 
Would readily avail themselves of it — tho 
result of which inevitably would be, and 
had proved to be, that the undesirable 
class "I women would carry things thoir 
own way. A woman's propor sphere is 
in her homo; Vhen sho goes into politics 
her domestic duties must bo neglected. 
Tho remarks of Judge Greono of Wash 
iligtou Territory quoted by the hon. mem- 
ber for Kootenay furnished no guide. 
Tl at learned judge was a strong advocate 
of women's rights and bis utterances uro 
traceable to thtil fact. He viewed every 
thing co nee i uing this subject through the 
"greon" Hpoctaeles of prejudice and not 
according to actual facts, which ho (Mr. 
Davie) hud boon informed by reliable citi- 
zens of Seattle spoke very unfavorably 
for the women voters of the place. Lie 
should oppoao Lite measure hoart and 
soul. 

Hon. Mr. Itobsou opposed snob a stop 
on various grounds. It had boon on tlio 
orders for a long' time, and he thought the 
two moiubers who were absent would not 
idler the circumstances, for one would op- 
pose aud ti e other likely fnvorthemeusnre. 
lie was surprised at tho remarks tuat foil 
from tho lion, member from Esquinialt, 
who had boon acting a Hip Van Winkle 
part and hud retained tho old prejudices 
that he held when ho tirst arrived in this 
province from England 25 years ago. When 
the great railway was completed mid his 
hon. friend tool; the opportunity afforded of 
visiting old soonest across tho Atlantic, ha 
vmild lunl changes as great as Kip Van 
Winkle had found on returning homo after 
his twenty years slumber. The franchise 
was not whore our forefathers had left it 
but hud been extended, nut I tho motto bad 
Jllwnys been "Excelsior," onwards and up- 
wards. Their foo-f ttln-rs wore good fol- 
lows, old fogies, though, to a groat extent, 
and he did not believe, in following their 
fosilixed notion of things. His lion, friend 
would Hurl on a return to his native laud 
that the franchise had been greatly extend- 
ed anil was shaping itself so as to embrace 
women us Well as men. 1 1 was true that 
women had not been given tlio political 
franchise, but bad the right to vote for 
school trustees, nnd it had boon found that 
thoy managed just as well us moii in direct- 
ing thn education of the Country. His hon. 
friend had ashed if thoy would like to have 
their wives or d uiglilers solicited for votes.

f tlo- franchise to women 
would liuvu lhu effect of hooping those 
political sealawagfl from attempting to ob- 
tain a seal in tlio legislature. Ho had tho 
information that - 2otl members had 
voted for the friuichisotiieut of women 
nt the lato session of tho English parlia- 
ment, which was a proof of tho advance 
that was being made III Kngland. His 
hon. friend, instead of goiug backward, 
should advance wilh the cause of re 
form generally and in the enfranchise- 
ment of women they bad one stop ill tho 
right din-el ion. Ilia hon. friend had also 
snid lhu.1 tlm polls were no place for 
women. Ho had said also that wide and 
loud j ok el were always hushed when 
women canto iutu man s presence. This 
wus a strong argument j n favor of audi a 
privilege Doing extended to wonion, for it 
would do uway with obacene jokes and 
touch husbands, fathers and bohs that thoy 
should not indulge in language at any 
time that they would not wish thoir 
mothers and sisters to hear. Did hie hon, 
friend not know that women hud followed 
men into the hlittlo and ministered to his 
sufferings there in tho most fearful scenes 
of hfo. Eur this tbuy had not been con 
dumnod but had boon honored by tho 
highest power in the iuutl, from tho hand 
of the Queen heruolf. Woman's presence 
tit the ballot boj< waa calculated to inuke 
man more refined and elevated, and that 
in itself should he a strong argmnont in 
favor of female f ranch iso. His hon, 
friend did not want women ahut out of 
the franchise so a3 to allow man to use 
profane and obscene language. Ho hoped 
not. If the admission of women into tho 
political franchise was going to elovato 
politics, for God's sake let it he extended 
to thorn, ao as to prevent thoir sons who 
entered political life from indulging in 
the dogradirlg fnlluoiicua he had said was 
a fHcl. of British Columbia politics. The 
vote at thu school eloctions had boon 
one-third women, and waa not that of 
children or lewd woinon, but of the most 
desirable and respectable women nf tlio 
city. Tho petition presented from Vic- 
toria hud over t30i) names and worn not 
the named of children, but wore princi- 
pally those of married women and respec- 
table married women. (Hear, hoar.) Bis 
lion, friond had said that they hud no right, 
to uxtoud the franchise. It was dono in 
England and ill the way this bill 
proposed, and thia house had an unques- 
tionable right to extond thu franchise if it 
so wished, and the petitions presented 
only made that right groatnr. Thia hon. 
friend fur Victoria had said wu should 
follow the wisdom of our forefathers who 
had limited the franchise to men. Thia 
was going further than his friend front 
Esquimfllt. Adam was a wise man, and 
llloroforowe should follow in his footsteps. 
If wo followed the advice nf our foru- 
fathors wo would bo remaining still in- 
stead of advancing on the road to enlight- 
enment, progress and liberality. Wash- 
ington Territory had hnon referred to, 
and it waa said thai, I he lewd women had 
taken possession of the pulls and had 
drivon virtuous woinon away. Tho fact 
wan that the puro wonion had oxercisod 
their right, to such an extent aa to drive 
the prostitutes nnd gamblers of Seattle 
froin that place to Victoria for refugo. If 



wo were to bo the receptacle of this refuse 
of the neighboring territory it was time 
that wo should adopt tho same means as 
thoy had dono to keep that most undo- 
siiublo element from our shores. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Hon. Mr. Smifhe said that he h»d net 
changed his opinion previously hold, un- 
like his hon. friond who sut behind him, 
who had on a former occasion spoke aa 
eloquently against female suffrage as he 
had now spoken in favor of it. Ho be- 
lieved it unwise to extend the political 
franchise to women. It wus not that ho 
did not believe women intelligent and 
wise enough to use the franchise, but that 
it would disarrange the human and in 
troduco discord where I hero was 
now peace aud happiness. Woman ex- 
ercised a wonderful iiilluonco for good 
in thoir home in educating thoir 
children In tho way thut was right. 
If tho franchise was extended it would 
cause woinon to neglect their children ami 
lose thu iiilltieiiee they now swayed over 
them, if they were going to extend tho 
franchise let thorn also extend to wotaeii 
tho means of forming correct views on 
political matters. lie would ask hon. 
gentlemen if thoy would want their wives 
and aistera in a crowded political mooting 
in Philharmonic Hall. No thoy would 
not for thoy would be subjected to indig- 
nity and insult. His hon. friond behind 
him had Baiil if the franchise waa extended 
to them it would elevate the conduct of 
men at the polls. They might be down 
in souio cases, but there were men who 
would bo subject to no audi influence and 
who would not restrain themselves in tlio 
least by the presence of women among 
them. It would also have the tendency 
to mako them inquire (Hear, hear and 
no), and destroy their otherwise good iu- 
Quunco. It woind be as wise to intro- 
duce ink into milk to purify it aa to in 
troduco women into politics to purify 
them. Tlio object sought by the peti- 
tioners was to some extent a good one, 
for it wanted to place the franchise so as 
to make reforms in the province such us 
thai propoaisd in the liquor quualion. The 
petitions from ConioX, ISaiisiino and Wel- 
lington were a small minority ami should 
not iiilluonco the members. Ho boil 
strong views about the subject and pro- 
posed to exercise bis besl judgment. 
There were large numbers of women who 
would have to vote in ignorance nnd 
would most probably duplicate her hus- 
band's vote. If the husband could have 
two votes it would be better than have 
two individuals vote in the family. Thoy 
very well knew the excited stale that mon 
got hits over politics and women being ot 
weaker temperament would most likely be- 
come excited to a greater extent, which 
would in the end load to unhappy results. 
Ho would oppose most strenuously the 

OJi'Gtlsioii proposed. 

Mr. Wilson said hu believed tho honor- 
able gentlemen who had expressed them- 
selves had only exprnssod their own 
thoughts. This was not his sfuto for ho 
had come willing to be convinced nu any 
good argument that was adduced. Ho 
had not hoard much of any argument and 
wus very much at son about what ho 
should do in the matter, lie, however, 
believed more in thu sound Kip Van 
Winkle sense of the honorable member 
from Bsqumi.dl than the elegant rhot 
oric of the honorable Provincial Secre- 
tary. A right conclusion wan not. to ho 
arrived at without nxperiunco, aud he 
would ask honorable members if it was 
not thoir belief that they could not come 
to a conclusion on any subject with :i 
woman without an experience. (Laugh - 
ter.) He was elected by men and would 
extend his veto to female franchise with- 
out tho consent of those who sent him 
there; If they would favor it, then he 
would vote for it, and without consulting 
hia own private theories in thn mutter 
Tho honorable Provincial Secretary bus 
asserted that, year by year tho franchise 
in England had been extended, but ho 
was under the impression t hat. t .hern was 
no franchise extended sinon IKti7 until 
thia year. They had also been told that 
frutiolliaod women had driven out prusti 
tinea and gamblers, but thoy .snli re ■ 
lained tlio criminal. Tlmy wero earnest 
ill breaking up the pecottJiil 
but. when it came to giving 
life-long sentence for all offi 
was not equal to the task, 
pro veil at a recent murder trial in Wash- 
ington Territory where tho prisoner was 
acquitted. Until ke bad received an 
opinion of his crinat.iluonta ho would not 
bo prepared to vote for the question. 

Mr. Orr said ho had looked over the 
petition from New Westminister and found 
that out of the eighty females on the list 
that twenty of thorn to his knowledge 
were girlu under sixteen years of ago, 
and out of the balance of tho WO or 
more names he saw many that wore meru 
boys. 

Mr. Cunningham said that he knew 
New Westminster as well as his hou. 
friend that had just sut down, and he hail 
boon told by a gentleman who would not 
toll an untruth [A Member— A second 
( ieo. Washington] that m> names on tho 
list wore under sixteen. He would sup- 
port the extension of tlio franchise; was 
in sympathy with the bill, and he did not 
think if it was passed that it would ontail 
any »il ff or in g, (Hoar, hoar. ) He hoped 
that the bill would pass, if not this sus- 
aion then tho next. 

Mr, (Irani said that to some oxtont wo 
know how few the franchise had been 
extended in England. One lion, gentle- 
men had advocated following the lines 
set down by our forefathers. He wus sur- 
prised that ho should do this, (Hear.) If 
tho franchise had remained whore it Bret 
was then whero would the Jews, tho Cath- 
olics anil other be now i The franchise 
would liuvo still bean confined to the few in 
the privileged classes. [Tho speaker here 
road ox tracts from various papers show- 
ing the advantage of woman suffrage in 
cities where published.] Ho had no doubt, 
liko tho provincial secretary, that the 
tendency was onward and upward and he 
believed so sure ns the tide lluwed on those 
shores so sure also would thoy bo com- 
pelled to grant this privilege asked for. 
Ho believed tho influence of women at tho 
polls would be most beneficial. The pe 
tition of 1300 names would have turned 
him ill favor of tho bill if ho hud trembled 
in the balance in reference to his vote, 
Unlike the hon. premier lie would rather 
likuii the introducing of women into tho 
franchise to strawberries ami cream — 
the one was never so good without the 
ether. (Laughter.) He would give the 
bill his meat willing veto. 

Mr. McTavish said that ho had changed 
his mind since last session. The hon. 
gentleman who had just sat down had 
imputed soine mean things against our an 
centum nnd ho folt sure if any of those 
ancient persona wero here they would re 
sent them. He would ask whero would 
wo bo if it wero not for our aneoators? 
(Laughter and cheers.) He thought that 
matters should remain where they wero at 
presont. 

Tho motion that the bill bo read a 
second time was then put and loot on the 
following division :

Wluu Mr, Sitlsi TIiiiakH ot Gen. 
Gordon. 

Mr. George Augustus Sain was nskod 
by u representative of the Post what bo 
thought of the howb from the Soudan, 
and whether ho know Gordon. Ho said: 

"lie was not of our sot. Ho had lived 
abroad and in strange countries — a semi- 
barbarous life, as it wore — for so long 
that few of our mon met him or know 
him, except by his works. Wo recog- 
nized him us a noble, conscientious, but 
peculiar man — fearless to the death, nnd 
adventurous to the extreme. His life has 
been bo often written up that nothing re- 
mains to bo said of him, but that more 
nations than England will mourn tho loss 
of ii brave and true man, fanatic on some 
subjects though ho was. Now, "Wolsoloy 
and hia wife I know well, and I have per- 
fect confidence, us has his wife, that ho 
will succeed in hia enterprise, unless he 
is killed. If Gordon is dead, England 
will take a fearful and bloody revenge. 
The cry will arise from all over the coun- 
try, and I hope from America, too, that 
men wlm can commit such barbarities in- 
flicted upon women and children, us thn 
Arabs are reported to have done, should 
have no quarter. Tho fall of Khartoum 
recalls the massacre of Cawnporo. Kotri- 
butinu followed that, and justice will 
follow the atrocious cruelties of El Mahdi'a 
followers. Wo do not war against wo- 
men in those days, but when women and 
children are degraded and murdered, men 
assert their right to avongo them, A 
fearful vengeance will be had, and the 
light has but begun. Tho whole force of 
Croat Uritaiu will bo used to punish tho 
devils, and El Mahdi and hia men will bo 
captured and defeated. The mutinous 
Sepoys wero blown from tho guns into 
eternity, but tho noatest. invontion is a 
kind of traveling buggy with a gallows 
attached, and 1 think that Ll Mahdi will 
die with a ropo around his nock. Tho 
hlnglish government is hound now to 
avenge not only Gordon's death, but tho 
atrocities perpetrated by the Arabs, and 
they will do it."

The " Squatters' " Conspiracy. 

[Evening Post, Ket). lfl.l 

Somo of our contemporaries eagerly 
rushed in nnd eondomnud tho claims ef 
tho so-called "poor-settlers" without wait- 
ing to ascertain the merits of theso claims. 
Others of our contemporaries, notably the 
youngest of them all, wore equally raih 
and more unfortunate in taking tho side 
of the "poor settlors," and roundly abus- 
ing the chiof commissioner for not having 
treated thorn with greater consideration. 
The Post endeavored to pursue a middle 
course Not tied to the wheel of politi- 
cal party, wo preferred to wait until 
sutliciont ovidonco had boon evolved to 
onublo us to arrive at a conclusion fully 
justified by the facts and circumstances 
of the case. Enough ia already known to 
warrant ub in coming to tho conclusion 
that tho chief commissioner was per- 
fectly justified in refusing to recognize 
these claims — that, in fact, for him lo 
have dono otherwise would have been a 
wrong to the state. When ono conies 
calmly to look into tho whole caso, ono ia 
forced to regard it in the light of a liugo 
and bold conspiracy to obtain illegal pos - 
session of crown lands which well-in - 
formed persons estimate, oven at present 
prices, to be worth half a million, but 
what tho conspirators themselves calcu- 
lated would bring thorn a cool million 
whenever tho question of railway exten- 
sion was definitely settled. Tho "poor 
settlors," indeed ! Why, a caroful 
examination fails to discover a bona 
fide aottlor in the motley crowd of 
lawyers, hankers, merchants, saloon- 
koopors, steamboat luen, cannory mon, 
broken-down politicians and monied nion 
who hoped by the sheer forco os numbers 
and money and supposed political influ- 
ence to overawo the government into 
granting their outrageous demands; and, 
failing in that, matlo a bold attempt to 
mislead or corrupt the legislature. But, 
thanks to tho firmness of tho government, 
in the first instance, and tho watchfulness 
and firinnoss of certain moinbora of tho 
committeo, in tho second, tho conspir- 
ators have been defeated, tho property of 
tho state has been saved, and thoro is 
every reason to ox poet that such a com- 
plete exposure is about to follow as will 
exert a healthy inlliioncu upon tho po- 
litical morality of tho country. It is be- 
lieved that additional important evidence 
will be taken before the committee to- 
night, nnd we shall, therefore, postpono 
any further remarks to a future occasion. 

Conformably with our course annul the 
"squatters" embroglio, wo have not boon 
in any haste to pronounce an opinion on 
the policy of the. government in so far as 
it i elates to tho arrangement made, or 
about to bo made, with the company for the 
extension of tho Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way down to English Hay. Although very 
liltlo has boon advanced against the scheme 
through tho press, yet there aro thoso who 
seem to create tho impression that it is an- 
other "give away" schomo — that entirely 
too much land is being givon to the com- 
pany, and that what is retained by tho 
government is of comparatively little valno. 
A careful examination of the maps and 
tracings loads us to n very different conclu- 
sion, it turns out that thn government re- 
tains more than two-thirds of tho lands, 
oo uprising fully two-thirds of tho frontage, 
nnd tho best of the frontage,, on the great 
harbor of the near future. As regards tho 
scheme in the more general sense, it is dilli- 
oult to understand how any unprejudiced 
person can be opposed to it. To secure 
tho building of some twenty-two miles 
more railway within the province consti- 
tutes of itself no trilling consideration. 
To bring the Cauadinu 1'aciflc Railway to a 
better aud more easily accessible harbor is 
a matter of still greater importance; 
while to those residing west of the gulf it 
is a consideration of great eonsequonco to 
bring tho railway 22 miles nearer. Nor 
should one lose sight of the fact that the 
scheme embraces the bringing of the im- 
portant city of Now Westminister within 
thu great railway system. But more im- 
portant than all theso togother in a prac- 
tical aenso, to this provinco, is the consid- 
eration that tho extension of the railway 
to English Day will bo instrumental in 
creating a source of revenue which it is 
not too much to expect will yield sovoral 
millions during tho next few years, thus 
enabling whatever government may bo in 
power to carry on large nnd much needed 
public works without having recourse to 
additional taxation or incurring a public 
debt. Looking at the whole scheme in 
all its bearings and consequences, wo have 
no hesitation in pronouncing it a good 
and statesmanlike one, and wo fool confi - 
•lent it will, when properly understood, 
commend itself to the good sense of the 
pooplo on both sides of tho gulf.

BILLIARD TABLES. 



America l>:i<ls tliti World ia tlio Manu- 
facture or Thcuu 
[Cleveland Herald.) 

A gentleman who for tunny years was 
tbo agent of one of the two great billiard 
table jhnnufactorlea in tlii.s country, hus 
recently located here. To a reporter lust 
evening ho Bald: "The manufacture of 
billiard tables in America i.s not practically 
a monopoly. America makes the finest 
billiard tables in the world, and they are 
Bhlppod from here to foreign points, 
liuropoan cuuleta. Sandwich islands, and 
every who re that tables ore used The su- 
periority of our tables lies In the cusblous. 
Iti:: u fact not generally known that nil the 
billiard table cushions in the world are 
imulo down here at Akron. The firm 
which I have mentioned owns the right to 
uso theso cushions, They formerly 
sold their cushions to small dealers, asking 
about *50 for a set of cushions 
that cost about si). To the uninitiated It 
may perhaps be necessary to state that tho 
cushions are the level-edged projections 
bounding the table and against which tho 
balls are projected In the game. It ia 
necessary to have a yielding, elastic-body, 
which will give the balls arobouml action. 
To accomplish this tlie cushions nre luado 
of soft rubber, with small strips of vul- 
canized or hard rubber near the edgca. 
For many years billiard table manu- 
facturers wore at a loss how to give the 
cushions the proper elasticity. A thin 
ribbon of steel was tried, and then a flue 
steel wire, which was keyed up to the 
proper tentlon by a little wrench. These 
devices were necessary because a cushion of 
soft rubber is too gummy. Theso cushions 
did not seem to answer the purpose, how- 
ever, and the vulcanized rubber cushions 
were adopted. The Huropoana still uso 
tho old -fashioned tables. They havo 
gummy, dead cushions, which have often 
to lie warmed and livened to make them 
work. 

One of the principal billiard table man- 
ufacturers of America began by making 
pigeou-liole tables for use in little Gorman 
saloons. He advanced his business until 
Ids tables were sold hi nearly every city in 
the Union Years ago billiard tables cost 
on an average about *(>0t>. Now tho 
average price is but $1150, ami a most elab- 
orate table made for onn of the Astors 
cost hut $<t(NI. Nearly the whole process 
of manufacturing billiard tables has been 
changed. Formerly the beds were mndo 
of wood. Even the most thoroughly sea- 
soned wood was liable to warp, and mar- 
ble was next tried, but that too made a 
poor bed. The marble drew moisture that 
rot the cloth and warped as bad as 
wood. The slate from Vermont 
and New Hampshire was tried, and 
it filled the bill. The statu for a billiard 
table costs about $13. Another most im- 
portant feature of ft table is the cloth. 
France may not make ns good tables as 
we, but wo havo to look to the French- 
man to furnish us the host billiard cloth. 
It is known as Simon's cloth, but is in re- 
ality the llnest broadcloth. Every thread 
must be of uniform si/.e, and the cloth 
must have n perfectly smooth surface. It 
costs from .^li to $0 a yard. 

"The Inlaid ornamental work of a tnblo 
is handled by skilled mechanics, who re- 
ceive big wai;es. it requires a good me- 
chanic to set a table properly. At billiard 
matches a man is usually on hand with u 
Spirit level to adjust the table in case the 
crowd on one side of the room should ba 
enough larger than that on the other to 
cause the floor to sag. " 

"Yes, sir, we have not only the best 
general billiard-players, but the best Mill 
nrd tools in America, " said Mr. Eugene 
Carter. "In England they play the old- 
fashioned pocket-billiards, and the tins of 
their cues tire not much larger than a lead 
pencil. Maple makes the best cue because 
It will not warp out of line. An absolutely 
straight cue, a perfectly level billiard 
table, and perfect ivory balls must be had 
to insure rood playing. A set of billiard 
balls cost from $23 to ?2G. When first 
turned they are green and mushy, os we 
say. Many players get the cubes of ivory 
and keep them hum? up in thoir rooms 
two or three years to season. Then they 
liavc them turned down to a diameter of 
5J 7- 10 inches, anil after using them awhile 
they have them turned down again to 29 
inches, which is the si'/u uued In matches. 
A billiard-ball must weigh exactly seven 
ounces to meet the requirements of a 
game, and they are selected with tho ut- 
most care to get iho proper weight. Such 
nico care is taken to insure accuracy that 
Troy weight is tised in weighing the 
balls, and abnll wh ich exceed seven ounces 
by three or four pennyweights is rejected. 
You enn readily see that balls of unequal 
weight would lead a player to make blun- 
ders. 

"A billiard table, " continued tho 
speaker, "is a splendid barometer. I can 
tell when a storm is brewing by the way 
the table acts. It is heavy aim the balls 
are greasy and the chalk fails to cling to 
the euo us it should. "
